Jse)  Order,  1945)  revokes  a  previous 
er  and  permits  the  use  of  injectible 
act  of  liver  without  any  restriction  on 
conditions  to  be  treated.  It  also  permits 
use  of  oral  preparations  of  liver 
luding  proteolysed  and  desiccated  livers) 
he  prescription  of  a  registered  medical 


practitioner  for  the  treatment  only  of 
pernicious  and  other  megalocytic  anaemias. 
The  Order  prohibits  the  use  of  any  prepara- 
tion intended  for  oral  administration 
containing  liver  extract  combined  with 
any  other  active  ingredient  except  stomach 
extract. 

Changes  Under  Re-enacted  Rationing 
Orders. — The  Minister  of  Food  has  made 
Orders  re-enacting  the  Food  Rationing 
Orders,  1944  (as  amended),  and  the  Soap 
(Licensing  of  Manufacturers  and  Rationing) 
Order,  1944  (as  amended),  providing  for  the 
use  of  the  new  ration  documents  valid  for 
the  new  rationing  year  beginning  July  22, 
1945.  The  principal  changes  made  under 
the  new  Orders  are :  That  in  future  estab- 
lishments will  be  required  to  deliver  to  the 
Food  Executive  Officer  coupons  that  have 
been  detached  from  residents'  ration  books 
at  the  end  of  each  three-week  period,  instead 
of  at  the  end  of  every  four-week  ration 
period  as  formerly.  The  term  "eight-week 
period"  has  been  defined  as  "the  period  of 
eight  weeks  beginning  on  July  22,  1945, 
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and  each  succeeding  period  of  eight  weeks 
thereafter."  The  one-eighth  reduction  in 
the  amount  of  soap  which  may  be  obtained 
by  holders  of  a  General  Ration  Book  R.B.i 
or  Junior  Ration  Book  R.B.4  (introduced 
on  May  26,  1945)  is  effected  by  invalidating 
the  coupons  numbered  5,  13,  21,  29,  37, 
and  45  in  those  books.  Printed  copies  of 
the  Orders  will  be  available  shortly. 

Photographic  Quotas  to  be  Increased. — 
The  Boai'd  of  Trade  has  announced  that  it 
will  shortly  issue  new  Orders  under  which 
the  registered  holders  of  quotas  for  photo- 
graphic and  certain  other  goods  will  be 
increased  on  August  i.  The  increase  for 
photographic  goods  is  from  12^  per  cent,  to 
25  per  cent,  for  six  months,  based  on  sup- 
plies in  the  year  1939-40. 

Conference  on  Industrial  Research. — At 
a  recent  meeting  of  the  grand  council  of  the 
Federation  of  British  Industries  it  was 
decided  to  convene  in  London,  in  the  late 
autumn,  or  spring  of  1946,  a  two-day  confer- 
ence on  "Industry  and  Research."  Special 
emphasis  will  be  laid  on  the  practical  means 
by  which  research  can  assist  industry  and 
promote  industrial  efhciency,  exports,  full 
employment  and  a  higher  standard  of 
living. 

LCI.  Research  Fellowships  for  India. — 

Through  the  chairman  (Lord  McGowan) 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  London, 
has  offered  to  Professor  Wadia  (president 
of  the  National  Institute  of  Sciences  of 
India)  fifty  fellowships  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  Indian  research  in  chemistry, 
physics  and  biology.  The  fellowships  are 
to  be  held  by  Indian  universities,  and  will 
extend  over  the  next  seven  years.  The  cost 
is  estimated  at  336,006  rupees  (equivalent 

tO;^25,200). 

Census  of  Distribution  Committee. — The 

recently  appointed  Census  of  Distribution 
Committee  has  decided  to  invite  national 
trade  associations  to  offer  written  evidence 
on  the  possible  uses  of  a  census.  Local 
associations,  firms  or  individuals  should 
express  their  views  through  their  national 
organisations,  and  not  direct  to  the  Com- 
mittee.

Alleged  Abuse  of  Eire  Package  Tax. — An 
allegation  that  the  package  tax  was  being 
abused  by  pharmaceutical  interests  was 
made  by  Mr.  James  M.  Dillon  during  a 
debate  on  the  vote  for  the  Department  of 
Industry  and  Commerce  in  the  Dail  Eireann 
recently.  Mr.  Dillon  said  the  tax  was  origi- 
nally introduced  to  induce  people  to  bring 
in  merchandise  in  bulk.  What  had  actually 
happened  was  that,  while  it  had  been  legiti- 
mately used  on  occasions,  in  a  number  of 
instances  it  had  been  used  to  facilitate  the 
creation  of  a  peculiarly  malignant  mono- 
poly. It  was  notorious  to  any  deputy 
familiar  with  conditions  in  rural  Ireland 
that  many  commodities  lay  on  the  border 
line  between  the  legitimate  stocks  of 
chemists'  shops  and  those  of  general  mer- 
chants. In  the  case  of  packaged  goods  "  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists'  Society"  had 
maintained  steady  pressure  on  the  packers 
to  consign  more  and  more  lines  to  registered 
chemists,  under  the  threat  that,  if  the  packer 
did  not  confine  a  particular  line  of  mer- 
chandise to  pharmacies,  chemists  would  not 
buy  it  at  all,  but  buy  some  other  packaged 
product.  The  limited  number  of  packers 
in  the  country  had  made  it  easy  for  the 
chemists'  association  to  extend  that  kind 
of  activity  widely,  and  to  cut  out  from  the 
general  merchant  a  number  of  lines  of. 
business  in  which  he  was  legitimately 
engaged,  and  the  profits  of  which  were  an 
important  part  of  his  turnover. 
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DISINFECTANT  IN  LIME-JUICE  BOTTLES 


In  the  Chancery  Division,  London,  on  July 
3,  before  Mr.  Justice  Evershed,  L.  Rose  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  lime-juice  manufacturers,  moved 
for  an  interim  injunction  to  restrain  the 
Crosene  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  from 
infringing  the  plaintiffs'  registered  trade 
mark,  and  from  passing  off  goods  not  of 
their  manufacture  as  and  for  their  goods. 
Mr.  Lloyd  Jacob,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the 
company  sold  their  lime  juice  in  glass 
bottles  of  a  distinctive  character,  which  had 
embossed  on  them  a  representation  of  a 
branch  of  a  lime  tree  and  the  name  of  the 
plaintiff  company.  This  was  registered  as  a 
trade  mark.  What  the  defendants  had  done 
was  to  procure  bottles  which  had  at  one  time 
been  sold  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  to  fill  them 
with  a  disinfecting  liquid  which  they  had 
offered  for  sale.  There  was  no  dispute  as 
to  the  practice  adopted  by  the  defendants, 
and  they  sought  to  justify  it  by  stating 
that  a  considerable  number  of  embossed 
bottles  bearing  upon  them  the  names  of 
various  manufacturers  were  commonly 
purchased  in  the  second-hand  market  and 
used  by  the  manufacturers  of  other  liquors. 
They  said,  for  instance,  that  bottles  which 
had  originally  contained  gin  were  resold 
containing  soft  drinks.  Counsel  submitted 
that  the  public  would  think  that  plaintiffs 
were  content  to  distribute  lime  juice  and 
disinfectants  indiscriminately.  They  sold 
their  lime  juice  to  chemists,  grocers,  wine 
merchants,  etc.,  and  endeavoured  to  get 
back  as  many  of  their  bottles  as  possible  by 
making  an  allowance  for  each  bottle  returned . 

Unmarked  Bottles  Preferred 

Mr.  J.  Mould,  for  the  defendants,  said 
they  bottled  a  bleaching  and  disinfecting 
liquor  under  the  trade  mark  Crosene. 
Owing  to  conditions  arising  out  of  the  war, 
the  defendants,  in  common  with  other  users 
of  bottles,  were  compelled  to  make  use  of 
already  used  bottles,  for  which  there  was  a. 
well-established  and  recognised  market. 
Defendants  would  prefer  to  use  standard 
unmarked  bottles,  which  were  cheaper,  but 
they  were  compelled  to  use  any  kind  of 
second-hand  bottles  which  they  could 
obtain.  LTnder  an  order  of  June  ii,  1943, 
manufacturers  of  soft  drinks  were  compelled 
to  form  an  organisation  known  as  the  Soft 
Drinks  Industry.  They  were  prohibited 
from  selling  their  products  under  the 
individual  brand-marks,  and  they  were 
compelled  to  market  their  products  under 
a  label  bearing  the  letters  S.D.I.  Thus  no 
maker  of  soft  drinks  had  been  able  to  offer 
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to  the  public  his  products  as  his  own,  a 
had  been  compelled  to  market  them  ani 
the  letters  S.D.I.  For  several  years  it  1 
not  been  possible  to  purchase  plainti 
products  as  such.  It  was  fantastic,  s 
counsel,  to  suggest  that  there  was  i 
infringement  of  plaintiffs'  trade  mark 
that  case  in  respect  of  bottles.  The  bol 
remained  plaintiffs'  merchandise  whate- 
happened,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  used 
someone  else's  merchandise  did  not  aff 
the  matter.

nference  Chairman's  Address 

In  his  second  address  as  chairman  of  the 
itish  Pharmaceutical  Conference  (pp.  65, 
72),  Mr.  Brindle  has  filled  in  much  of  the 
tail,  left  in  outline  by  him  a  year  ago,  of 
iversity  courses  in  the  subjects  that  form 
pharmaceutical  curriculum  in  Great 
itain.  This  authoritative  statement  by 
experienced  educationist  will  no  doubt 
kept  for  reference  by  many  of  your 
aders.  Had  time  permitted,  the  chairman 
ight  have  added  a  few  words  of  guidance 
1  the  choice  between  a  university  and  an 
nattached  school,  briefly  referred  to  in  his 
irlier  address.  This  problem  may  present 
serious  difficulty  to  prospective  students 
ad  their  parents  or  guardians.  What  is 
ained  by  studying  at  a  university  rather 
lan  elsewhere?  The  late  Sir  John  Marriott 
as  told  us,  in  his  short  book  on  Oxford, 
lat  the  "  studium  generale  "  from  which  the 
lediaeval  university  developed  was  not  a 
lace  where  all  kinds  of  subjects  were 


taught  but  a  place  where  all  kinds  of  stu- 
dents assembled.  In  that  statement  we 
have  a  clue  to  the  essential  virtue  of  a 
university  training :  not  what  but  how  the 
student  learns  is  the  fundamental  principle. 
In  the  contact  with  other  minds  of  many 
types,  in  the  lecture  room  and  outside,  the 
adolescent  "finds  himself,"  establishes  a 
working  relation  with  the  universe,  and  is 
taught  to  avoid  narrow  specialism.  A 
sentence  recently  taken  from  the  report  of 
a  commission  which  met  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mr.  Justice  Asquith  is  relevant: 
"...  universities  serve  the  double  purpose 
of  refining  and  maintaining  all  that  is  best 
in  local  traditions  and  cultures,  and  at  the 
same  time  of  providing  a  means  whereby 
those  brought  up  under  the  influence  of 
those  traditions  and  cultures  may  enter  on 
a  footing  of  equality  into  the  world-wide 
community  of  intellect." 

The  End  in  View 

It  may  be  urged  that  the  objective  of  the 
■average  pharmaceutical  student  is  to  pre- 
pare to  earn  a  living,  not  to  become  an 
educated  man  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the 
word.  But  even  on  this  narrower  view  there 
is  much  to  be  said  for  the  choice  of  a  uni- 
versity training.  A  superficial  observer  may 
still  contend  that  the  dice  are  loaded  in 
favour  of  the  wealthy  who  attend  our  uni- 
versities. The  fact  is,  on  the  contrary,  that 
poor  students  are  likely  to  outrun  their 
richer  competitors  in  the  scholastic  race  for 
degrees  by  reason  of  having  fewer  tempta- 
tions to  fritter  away  their  time.  It  is  on 
record  that  a  Victorian  undergraduate  who 
afterwards  became  a  Cabinet  Minister  once 
expressed  astonishment  when  reminded  by 
the  head  of  his  college  that  the  date  of  an 
examination  was  near,  and  blandly  asked 
for  further  information.  That  species  must 
be  nearly  extinct  by  now.  Given  the  will 
to  work  hard,  a  student  will  be  able  to  look 
back  on  his  life  in  his  university  with  satis- 
faction, and  in  the  long  run  will  overtake 
competitors  who  may  have  had  a  more 
intensive  technical  training.  It  does  not 
follow,  however,  that  university  prepara- 
tion for  a  career  in  pharmacy  is  necessarily 
best  for  everyone.  Other  factors  come  into 
play — distance  from  home,  companionship 
with  old  friends,  immediate  prospects  after 
qualification,  to  name  only  a  few.  Every 
student  and  his  or  her  advisers  must  take 
counsel  together  and  decide  this  question 
in  the  light  of  all  the  circumstances  so  far 
as  they  can  be  assessed.

Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire,  in  moving  a  vote 
thanks  to  the  chairman  for  his  address, 
id  the  subject  was  one  of  great  importance, 
3t  only  from  the  point  of  view  of  training 
armacists,  but  also  as  part  of  the  liberal 
ucation  which  would  develop  the  scien- 
fic  spirit  and  ideas  and  tend  to  make  the 
armacist  not  only  a  good  pharmacist 
t  a  good  and  useful  member  of  the  corn- 
unity  in  general.  Personally  he  liked  to 
ink  of  pharmaceutical  chemistry  as  a 
bject  by  itself,  properly  and  logically 
evised  and  arranged  and  forming  an 
rganic  whole,  rather  than  as  a  collection 
snippings  from  the  larger  subject  of 
hemistry.  The  chairman,  who  was  an 
xperienced  teacher,  had  been  closely 
ssociated  with  the  development  of  phar- 
naceutical  education,  training  and  exam- 
nation,  from  its  somewhat  small  beginnings 
o  the  position  of  almost  university  standing 
hat  it  now  occupied,  and  he  had  contri- 
uted  much  to  that  development. 
He  thought  that  everyone  present  would 
36  in  agreement  with  the  chairman's  re- 
marks about  research.  One  of  the  reasons 
for  the  existence  of  the  Conference  was  that 
it  might  provide  a  medium  for  the  encour- 
agement and  the  publication  of  research, 
and  he  was  glad  to  hear  that  it  was  proposed 
to  publish  the  research  list  of  the  Conference 
again  annually. 

Seconding  the  vote  of  thanks.  Dr.  W.  H. 
LiNNEix   said   the  chairman  had  shown 


pharmaceutical  chemists  that  they  could 
be  very  proud  of  the  history  of  their 
subject.  He  was  inclined  to  agree  with  Dr. 
Hampshire's  suggestion  that  the  time  had 
come  when  pharmaceutical  chemistry 
should  be  an  independent  subject  and  carry 
the  status  within  the  university  of  any 
first-class  subject.  He  agreed  with  the 
chairman  that  the  greatest  handicap  to 
students  who  wished  to  go  on  to  the  higher 
branches  of  pharmaceutical  chemistry  edu- 
cation was  their  lack  of  a  knowledge  of 
mathematics,  and  he  hoped  that  in  the  new 
intermediate  examination  some  knowledge 
of  chemistry,  physics,  biology  and  mathe- 
matics would  be  demanded.  He  believed 
that  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  like  any 
other  scientific  subject,  would  stand  or  fall 
by  its  records  in  research,  and  he  therefore 
agreed  with  the  chairman  in  emphasising 
the  importance  of  research  in  all  scholastic 
institutions. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  with 
acclamation. 

The  Chairman,  in  replying,  said  he  was 
sure  that  his  address  had  been  greatly 
increased  in  value  by  the  remarks  which 
Dr.  Hampshire  and  Dr.  Linnell  had  made. 

Annual  Report 

The  annual  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  was  presented  by  Dr.  G.  R. 
Boyes.  The  report  said  that  the  members 
of  the  Executive  were  grateful  to  members 
of  the  Conference  who,  by  service  with  the 
Armed  Forces,  by  research  in  scientific 
laboratories,  or  in  the  course  of  their  civilian 
occupation,  had  contributed  to  the  Allied 
victory  in  Europe.  Arrangements  for  the 
meeting  had  again  been  made  by  a  sub- 
committee consisting  of  the  London  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive,  with  Mr.  T.  Marns  as 
chairman  and  Dr.  G.  R.  Boyes  as  secretary. 

The  Executive  recorded  with  deep  regret 
the  deaths  of  two  of  its  members :  Messrs. 
Herbert  Skinner  and  C.  E.  Corfield.  Mr, 
Skinner  had  been  chairman  in  1932  and 
was  for  many  years  active  in  organising  the 
sports  day  which  was  a  popular  feature  of 
former  peace-time  Conferences.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Corfield  retired  in  1944  frorn  the  office  of 
honorary  general  secretary,  a  position  he 
had  filled  with  distinction  for  seventeen 
years.  To  his  ceaseless  efforts  in  furthering 
the  scientific  work  of  the  Conference,  the 
continued  and  growing  success  of  the  science 
sessions  was  in  itself  a  lasting  testimony. 
The  Executive  had  hoped  that  he  would 
have  accepted  an   invitation  to  fill  the 
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highest  office  of  the  Conference  at  a 
future  meeting.  It  had  been  planned  to 
make  a  personal  presentation  to  him  at  the 
1945  meeting  as  an  expression  of  apprecia- 
tion of  his  services  to  the  Conference.  It 
was  -now  proposed  to  use  the  money  sub- 
scribed, together  with  other  subscriptions 
that  would  be  forthcoming  from  a  wider 
appeal,  to  institute  some  form  of  permanent 
memorial  in  his  memory.

Treasurer,  Mr.  T.  Marns ;  General  Secre- 
taries, Messrs.  G.  R.  Boyes  and  H.  Treves 
Brown ;  Other  members  of  Executive, 
Messrs.  K.  Bullock,  H.  Davis,  J.  C.  Han- 
bury,  F.  Hartley,  D.  McCall  and  R.  Maxwell 
Savage,  with  Messrs.  C.  Davis,  G.  R.  Knox

Other  members  of  Executive,  the  presidents 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
and  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland,  and  the  chairman  of  the  North 
British  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Arrangements  for  Future  Meetings 

The  place  for  next  year's  meeting  had 
not  been  decided,  but  the  Executive  confi- 
dently anticipated  some  relaxation  in  the 
austerity  that  had  characterised  the  meet- 
ings during  the  past  six  years.  So  soon  as 
circumstances  permitted,  it  was  hoped  to 
resume  the  programme  of  provincial  meet- 
ings. An  invitation  had  been  received  for 
an  early  meeting  in  Torquay,  and  corre- 
spondence with  other  branches  of  the 
Society  was  in  progress. 

The  adoption  of  the  report  was  moved 
by  Mr.  Brindle  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
F.  G.  Wells.  Mr.  Brindle  said  a  consider- 
able sum  had  already  been  raised  towards 
the  proposed  Corfield  memorial,  and  it  was 
felt  that  some  scheme  could  be  embarked 
upon.  An  appeal  would  shortly  be  made  to 
members  of  the  Conference,  and  it  was 
confidently  hoped  to  raise  a  sum  of  ;^50o.

BATH  NON-PROPRIETOR 
PHARMACISTS*  COMMITTEE 

Employee  pharmacists  in  Bath  and  district, 
who  had  been  invited  by  the  officers  of  the 
local  Branch  of  the  Society  to  attend  a 
special  meeting,  discussed  on  July  18  the 
formation  of  a  standing  committee  of  non- 
proprietor  pharmacists.  Mr.  Lionel  Wil- 
liams (branch  chairman)  presided,  and  the 
secretary  (Mr.  T.  Swain)  was  in  attendance. 
An  outline  of  the  proposals  was  put  forward 
by  Mr.  A.  O.  Barton,  who  said  it  had 
occurred  to  him  that  non-proprietor  phar- 
macists were  approaching  a  very  difficult 
time.  Demobilisation  from  the  Forces  and 
the  reorganisation  taking  place  in  pharmacy 
today  were  matters  in  which  employee 
pharmacists  had  at  present  little  say.  There 
were  also  questions  about  which  employee 
pharmacists  were  diffident  to  speak,  and 
others  that  could  not  be  discussed  in  a 
branch  meeting  embracing  all  classes  of 
members,  and  matters  affecting  returned 
Service  pharmacists. 

A  principal  function  of  the  proposed 
standing  committee  would  be  to  allow 
returned  pharmacists  to  air  any  grievances 
before  a  committee  of  their  colleagues,  and 
he  thought  it  would  be  found  that  in  nine 
cases  out  of  ten  bringing  the  complaint  to 
light  would  be  sufficient  to  ensure  a  solution. 
Any  general  grievance  involving  a  matter 
of  principle  could  be  referred  either  to  the 
Society  or  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union.  Secondly,  it  would  be  likely  that 
employee  pharmacists  would  have  a  special 
interest  in  the  National  Health  Service 
proposals.  Mr.  Barton  moved  a  resolution 
that  a  standing  committee  of  non-proprietor 
pharmacists  should  be  formed  as  an  inde- 
pendent body,  and  the  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  W.  I.  Lacy  and  carried  unanimously.

Suggested  Code  for  Food 
Advertisers 

OD  manufacturers  have  not  infrequently 
licated,  through  their  organisations,  the 
sirability  of  reasonable  control  of  state- 
nts   on   labels   and   in  advertisements 
yarding  vitamins  and  minerals  in  pro- 
;sed  foods.    They  will  therefore  be  in- 
ested  in  the  code  of  practice  for  such 
vertisements    just    published    by  the 
nistry  of  Food   (p.  95),  whilst  wishing 
their  collaboration  had  been  invited, 
le  code  is  based  mainly  on  recommenda- 
^ns  from  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
lich  cannot  have  very  close  acquaintance 
th  all  the  industrial  problems  involved, 
d  should  have  welcomed  helpful  criticism. 
The  main  principle  of  the  code  (that 
dms  should  be  made  only  when  a  reason- 
le    daily    intake    provides    a  minimal 
portion  of  the  daily  requirement  of  the 
amin  or  mineral)  has  been  previously 
scussed  {vide  "Food."  1944.  13,  50,  64, 
92,  95,  217).    It  was  suggested  that 
amin  and  mineral  cont&nts  should  be 
ted  not  in  ^gm . ,  mgm .  or  i  .u . ,  but  in  some 
pie  manner  related  to  their  daily  re- 
irements  and  more  readily  understood  by 
e  general  public.    The  official  objection 
s  the  difficulty  of  defining  these  require- 
nts  with  sufficient  accuracy.   We  there- 
e  observe  with  interest  that  the  Ministry 
s  now  published  a  list  of  requirements 
ering  rather  widely  from  the  National 


Research  Council's  list,  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  by  most 
responsible  workers.  The  new  requirements 
are  40-83  per  cent,  of  the  N.R.C.  figures. 
If  the  latter  were  considered  too  high  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Labelling  of  Foods  Order, 
the  various  percentages  of  the  requirements 
should  have  been  put  lower  instead  of 
publishing  new  figures  without  the  necessary 
experimental  data.  Since  the  Ministry 
discourages  claims  for  phosphorus,  why  has 
it  now  published  a  figure  for  the  requirement 
of  this  nutrient,  not  given  in  the  N.R.C. 
figures  ? 

No  Allowance  for  Variations 

The  present  code  is  based  on  adult 
requirements  and  makes  no  allowance  for 
variations  due  to  stress  (pregnancy,  lacta- 
tion) and  the  age  of  children  and  infants,  all 
carefully  considered  in  the  N.R.C.  figures. 
It  leaves  untouched  the  difficult  problem  of 
carotene.  These  and  other  problems  demand 
further  study,  in  which  more  help  should  be 
accepted  from  academic  and  industrial 
workers.  The  Ministry  seems  to  think  that 
the  administration  of  the  Order  can  safely 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities, 
but  public  analysts  have  much  to  learn 
about  the  estimation  of  vitamins,  and  the 
guidance  should  be  available  of  a  suitable 
central  body  representing  interests  involved. 
Perhaps  such  a  body  may  develop  from  the 
vitamin  subcommittee  and  panels  recently 
set  up  by  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts, 
on  which  academic  and  industrial  workers 
(including  pharmacists)  are  serving. 

A  Plan  for  Non-proprietor 
Pharmacists 

A  Standing  Committee  of  Non-proprietor 
Pharmacists,  formed  at  Bath  on  July  18 
(see  p.  91),  may  prove  to  be  the  first  of 
many  such  bodies.  If  so,  it  would  herald 
a  new  era  in  the  organisation  of  an  import- 
ant group  of  qualified  men  and  women, 
constituting  more  than  half  the  membership 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

In  the  past,  efforts  to  organise  employees 
have  been  singularly  unsuccessful.  It 
is  possible  that  in  Bath  a  finger  has 
been  put  on  the  weak  spot.  Apart  from 
the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  which 
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does  not  set  out  to  serve  more  than  a  limited 
section  of  employee  pharmacists,  all  em- 
ployee bodies  so  far  set  up  have  been  organ- 
ised from  outside  or  from  above. 

A  feature  of  the  Bath  scheme  is  that  it 
has  arisen  spontaneously  from  below.  Mr. 
A.  O.  Barton,  who  has  been  the  prime 
mover,  is  himself  a  manager  of  a  private 
pharmaceutical  business,  a  member  of  the 
executive  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  and  its  present  vice- 
chairman. 

Functions  of  Standing  Committee 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  suggest,  of 
course,  that  the  new  committee  is  in  any 
way  a  rival  to,  or  even  comparable  with, 
existing  employee  organisations.  It  does 
not  set  out  to  function  as  a  trade  union, 
its  aims  being  professional  rather  than 
economic.  It  aims,  moreover,  to  embrace 
not  only  qualified  assistants  in  shops,  but 
also  managers,  hospital  pharmacists,  and 
members  engaged  in  wholesale  trade  or  in 
scholastic  or  other  avenues  of  employment. 
The  principal  functions  of  the  standing 
committee  are  to  be  two  in  number.  It  will 
do  everything  in  its  power  to  smooth  out 
the  difficulties  of  demobilised  pharmacists 
who  may  find  it  hard  to  adjust  themselves 
once  more  to  civilian  conditions,  and  it  will 
keep  an  eye  on  the  position  of  employee 
pharmacists  in  the  new  National  Health 
Service  when  that  is  established.  On  this 
basis  the  committee  has  secured  the  good- 
will of  the  local  branch  executive,  whose 
chairman  (Mr.  Lionel  Williams)  and 
secretary  (Mr.  T.  Swain)  not  only  sum- 
moned the  inaugural  meeting,  but  were 
themselves  present  and  gave  useful  assist- 
ance and  advice. 

In  a  wider  sense  the  committee  will 
co-operate  with,  strengthen  and  invigorate 
the  activities  of  the  local  branch  of  the 
Society,  and  provide  an  instrument  with 
which  any  point  of  difference  arising  be- 
tween employees  and  employers  locally  can 
be  set  in  its  correct  perspective.  Clearly, 
it  could  happen  that  these  aims  might 
impinge  upon  those  "business"  affairs  of 
pharmacists  into  which  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  debarred  by  the  Jenkin  decision 
from  entering.  For  this  reason,  the  new 
committee,  though  formed  with  the  active 
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assistance  of  the  Branch,  has  taken  on 
independent  existence  and  will  not  be 
any  sense  a  subcommittee  of  the  loc 
executive.   It  will  have  its  own  officers  a 
call  its  own  meetings. 

The  need  for  such  a  committee  is  like 
to  be  increasingly  felt  in  the  coming  month 
and    in    commending    the  initiative 
the  non-proprietor  pharmacists  of  Bat 
we  may  suggest  that  their  innovation 
worthy  of  being  adopted  in  areas  throug 
out  the  country.    Given  sufficient  suppc 
elsewhere,  it  could  lead  to  fruitful  region 
and  even  national  developments.  Nor 
there  any  reason    why  a  local  standi 
committee  need  upset  members  of  existi 
trade  unions  or  professional  guilds.

'^HERE  a  food  advertisement  or  label  claims 
suggests  that  the  food  concerned  contains 
tamins  or  minerals  it  must,  under  the 
belling  of  Food  (No.  2)  Order,  1944, 
sclose  the  quantity  of  each  of  the  vitamins 
minerals  claimed  to  be  present.  Mere 
closure  of  the  quantity  is  not  sufficient, 
wever,  to  prevent  the  advertisement  or 
el  from  being  misleading  within  the 
aning  of  Regulation  i  of  the  Defence 
jale  of  Food)  Regulations,  1943,  if  state- 
nts  or  suggestions  are  made  in  it  which 
ply  that  the  food  has  a  nutritional  or 
tary  value  in  consequence  of  the  presence 
the  vitamins  or  minerals  which  is  in  .fact 
t  warranted  by  the  quantities  present.  A 
cision  as  to  whether  any  particular  state- 
nt  is  misleading  is,  of  course,  given  only 
a  court  of  law.  In  response  to  many 
uests  from  traders  for  guidance,  the 
nistry  of  Food  has  nevertheless  prepared 
statement  which  is  intended  to  indicate 
e  limits  of  what  may  reasonably  be  claimed 
r  a  food  according  to  the  quantity  of 
tamins  or  minerals  it  contains.

(2)  Unless  the  amount  of  the  food  that 
would  ordinarily  be  consumed  in  one  day 
contains  at  least  one-half  of  the  daily 
requirement  of  the  vitamin  or  mineral,  no 
claims  are  justified  which  imply  that  the 
food  is  a  "rich"  or  "excellent"  source  of 
the  vitamin  or  mineral. 

(3)  Unless  the  amount  of  the  food  that 
would  ordinarily  be  consumed  in  one  day 
contains  at  least  the  full  daily  requirement 
of  the  vitamin  or  mineral,  no  reference  is 
justified  to  the  value  of  the  food  for  the 
prevention  or  cure  of  disease  due  to  the 
lack  of  the  vitamin  or  mineral  present  in 
the  food. 

(4)  Claims  based  on  the  presence  of  more 
than  one  vitamin  or  mineral  should  not  be 
made  unless  each  such  vitamin  or  mineral 
is  present  in  the  proportion  necessary  to 
justify  the  claim. 

(5)  There  is  no  evidence  of  a  deficiency 
of  phosphorus  in  the  ordinary  mixed  diet  of 
the  country.  Statements  in  advertisements 
or  on  labels  suggesting  the  contrary  or  that 
it  is  desirable  to  supplement  the  dietary 
phosphorus  intake  should  not  be  made. 

(6)  The  following  table,  which  includes 
the  figures  laid  down  by  the  Third  Session 
of  the  Technical  Commission  on  Nutrition, 
1937,  of  the  League  of  Nations  Health 
Organisation,  shows  the  normal  daily

The  Determination  of  Lipase  in  Pancreatin  Together  with  a  Report  on 
Commercial  Pancreatins 

By  Kenneth  Bullock 


The  author  reports  upon  two  methods  for 
the  estimation  of  Upase.  In  the  proposed 
triacetin  method  a  one-phase,  almost 
saturated,  solution  of  triacetin  is  used  as  a 
substrate  and  the  acid  liberated  by  the  lipase 
neutralised  by  dropwise  addition  of  dilute 
alkali  so  as  to  maintain  an  approximately 
constant  pn.  The  other  method  is  the  pres- 
ent official  assay  process  of  lipase  in  pan- 
creatin. The  proposed  triacetin  test  based 
on  the  method  of  Knaffi-Lenz  is  described 
in  detail.  The  B.P.  lipase  assay  is  examined 
critically  and  the  author  finds  that  the 
assay  is  much  too  long  and  tedious  a  pro- 
cess in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  result 
obtained  is  uncertain  and  more  in  the  nature 
of  a  limit  test  than  of  a  quantitative  assay. 
Ten  samples  of  pancreatin  were  purchased 
from  different  wholesale  firms,  and  the 
results  of  the  triacetin  test  and  the  figures 
obtained  by  employing  the  B.P.  lipase  test 
are  given  in  tabular  form.  The  solubility 
of  pancreatin  is  discussed.  The  author 
points  out  that  (i)  pancreatins  as  manu- 
factured are  of  high  activity;  (2)  the  pro- 
duction of  an  official  pancreatin  of  uniform 
activity  depends  upon  the  formulation  of 
tests  and  standards  which  shall  result  in 
dilution  of  the  original  pancreatin  to  yield 
a  standard  article ;  (3)  although  higher 
than  the  present  B.P.  standard,  the  pro- 


posed triacetin  standard  is  certainly 
too  high ;  unless  it  is  considered  that  it 
good  thing  to  have  lactose  in  the  p 
creatin,  the  standard  could  be  raised  fi 
i-o  mil  with  a  i  per  cent,  suspension 
I  mil  with  a  0-25  per  cent,  suspensioi] 
the  pancreatin.    The  author  suggests  t 
before  including  an  assay  for  lipase  in 
B.P.  monograph  it  would  be  worth  w 
considering  whether  such  an  assay  cc 
not  be  omitted  as  is  the  case  in  the  co 
sponding  monograph  on  pancreatin  in 
U.S. P.    It  should  be  remembered  that 
omission  of  an  assay  for  lipase  would 
mean  that,  in  future,  pancreation  would 
contain  any  lipase.    Judging  by  the  figi 
given  in  the  paper  it  would  contain  i 
dentally  as  much  as  is  required  by 
present  monograph  if  it  complied  with 
present  requirement  for  trypsin.    If,  h 
ever,  it  is  decided  that  lipolytic  actioi 
sufficiently  important  for  official  limits 
be   fixed   then   the   triacetin  method 
determination   would   be   more  accur 
easier  to  carry  out,  and  of  shorter  durat 
than  the  present  assay.

The  Limits  of  Accuracy  of  the  Determination  of  Alcohol  by  the  Method  of  t 

British  Pharmacopoeia

It  was  considered  desirable  to  investigate 
the  problem  of  the  limits  of  accuracy  that 
could  reasonably  be  expected  in  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  methods  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia for  the  determination  of  alcohol 
content.  A  search  of  the  available  literature 
on  the  subject  failed  to  discover  any  work 
on  the  B.P.  method,  but  disclosed  that 
E.  G.  King,  et  al.,  state  that  actual  deter- 
mination of  the  alcohol  content  of  aqueous 
alcoholic  mixtures  by  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  distillation  method  gave 
results  always  lower  than  theoretical.  The 
loss  was  approximately  0-7  per  cent. 

In  this  paper  the  authors  give  an  account 
of  numerous  tests  to  show  the  variations 
in  taking  the  specific  gravity  of  diluted 
alcohol.  With  a  Regnault  bottle  the  results 


were  somewhat  more  consistent.  The  i 
were  performed  by  two  different  workei 
the  same  laboratory.

for  the  loss  of  activity  would  be  negligible- 
The  requirements  of  such  a  solution  as 
mentioned  above  are  furnished  by  the  use 
of  solid  adrenaline  acid  tartrate,  which  has 
been  shown  to  be  more  stable  on  exposure 
to  air  and  light  than  the  adrenaline  base. 
With  metabisulphite,  this  solution  has  an 
initial  pH  of  3-6  to  3-7,  but  on  autoclaving 
in  a  well-filled  ampoule  the  value  drops 
to  3-4  and  continues  to  drop  to  2-9.  This 
sterile  solution  can  be  diluted  conveniently 
with  nine  times  its  volume  of  sterile  normal 
saline  solution  to  give  a  i  in  10,000  solu- 
tion, without  fear  of  any  appreciable  loss 
of  activity  in  one  or  two  days.  In  fact, 
adrenaline  base  is  soluble  in  a  o-i  per  cent, 
solution  of  metabisulphite.  This  solution 
has  a  pH  of  4-2  and  can  be  autoclaved  with 
little  loss  of  activity. 

Prevention  of  Moulds 

Throughout  these  experiments,  no  chlor- 
butol  has  been  included  in  the  solutions. 
In  the  absence  of  metabisulphite,  moulds 
grew  in  the  unheated  tartrate  solutions  at 
a  fast  rate  despite  the  acid  medium.  They 
appeared  more  quickly  (sometimes  under 
two  months)  than  in  corresponding  hydro- 
chloride solutions  (often  not  seen  till  two 
years).  With  metabisulphite,  no  growth 
was  noticed  up  to  200  days'  storage  in 
these  unheated  solutions,  even  if  the  bottle, 
flask  or  ampoule  was  only  half-full  and 
slightly  coloured.  The  author  suggests 
formulas  for  a  solution  of  adrenaline,  using 
the  present  pharmacopoeial  solution  without 
sodium  chloride  and  chlorbutol  but  con- 
taining metabisulphite,  and  for  an  injection 
using  solid  adrenaline  acid  tartrate  and 
metabisulphite.

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Cardamom  :   Further  Numerical  Studies  of  Its  Sclerenchymatous  Layer 

By  J.  W.  Fairbairn 


In  a  previous  communication  the  author 
described  how  the  number  of  cells  per  sq. 
mm.  of  the  sclerenchymatous  layer  of  the 
testa  of  seeds  of  various  kinds  of  cardamom 
could  be  determined.  The  figures  obtained 
were  intended  to  assist  in  the  identification 
of  the  seeds,  whether  whole  or  in  powder. 
Further  samples  of  these  and  of  two  other 
kinds  of  cardamom  have  now  been  exam- 
ined and  the  experience  gained  has  resulted 
in  several  modifications  of  the  original 
method  of  preparing  the  testa  and  also  of 
making  the  counts,  when  determining  the 
number  of  cells  per  sq.  mm.  The  radial 
lengths  of  the  cells  of  the  sclerenchymatous 
layer  have  also  been  measured,  and  the 
values  obtained  have  been  shown  to  assist 
in  the  identification  of  the  seeds.  The 
author  found  that  the  bleaching  process 
already  described  did  not  satisfactorily 
clear  several  of  the  samples ;  hence  attempts 
were  made  to  improve  the  process.  Good 
results  were  obtained  when  loo  vol.  hydro- 
gen peroxide  (perhydrol)  was  used ;  the 
process  is  described.  Attempts  were  made 
to  find  a  more  rapid  method  of  counting 
the  number  of  cells  per  sq.  mm.  The 
results  show  that  the  samples  examined 
can  be  divided  into  four  groups  based  upon 
the  number  of  cells  per  sq.  mm  :  (a)  Mysore, 
Aleppi,   Long  Wild  Native  and  Cluster ; 


(&)  Malabar  and  Mangalore ;  {c)  Korarim 
and  {d)  Bengal,  varieties.  The  radi 
lengths  of  the  cells  of  the  sclerenchymato 
layer  have  been  measured  and  in  genei 
the  difference  in  average  length  clos 
follow  the  above  grouping.  Long  wi 
native  and  cluster  varieties,  however,  c 
be  readily  distinguished  from  each  oth 
and  from  Mysore  and  Aleppi  by  this  mear 
Thus  the  second  set  of  measuremen 
frequently  confirms  the  first  set  and  in  soi^ 
instances  serves  to  distinguish  varieti 
which  could  not  be  distinguished  by  coue 
ing  the  number  of  cells  per  sq.  mm.  alor 
Examination  of  the  results  for  the  varieti 
and  types  of  Elettaria  Cardamomum  Mate 
shows  that  the  numerical  values  obtain 
support  the  views  of  botanists  who  ha 
studied  the  plants  yielding  the  cardamo 
of  commerce,  that  var.  minuscula  is  di 
tinct  from  var.  major ;  var.  minuscula  co 
sists  of  two  or  more  distinct  races,  namel 
the  Mysore  type,  the  Malabar  type,  ai 
certain  intermediate  types,  one  of  which 
probably  the  Aleppi  variety ;  var.  min 
scula  with  its  several  races  has  probab 
been  derived  from  the  wild  var.  maj 
Mangalore  cardamoms  are  classed  wi 
Malabar  type.

An  Improved  Solution  of  Adrenaline  Prepared  from  Adrenaline  Tartrate

The  B.P.,  1932,  includes  a  monograph  des- 
cribing liq.  adren.  hcl.,  which  in  our  ex- 
perience has  proved  a  most  unsatisfactory 
product.  Adrenaline  base  often  possesses  a 
pale  buff  colour,  and  the  liquor,  even  when 
freshly  made  with  it,  is  usually  discoloured. 
In  any  case  it  darkens  progressively  on 
keeping. 

After  the  publication  of  the  B.P.,  1932, 
the  authors  realised  that  a  more  satisfactory 
formula  was  required  for  commercial  solu- 
tions of  adrenaline,  and  experiments  were 
carried  out  with  adrenaline  tartrate,  a 
beautifully  crystalline  salt,  obtained  during 
the  manufacture  of  synthetic  /-adrenaline.

t  for  sale.     The  Secretary  reported 
he  had  been  in  touch  with  the  secretary 
the  dental  manufacturers'  section  of  the 
ndon  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  had 
ted  that  the  dental  manufacturers  were 
xious  to  get  back  and  destroy  any  surplus 
cks  which,  in  their  view,  were  unfit  for 
or  otherwise  likely  to  harm  their  good- 
The  Board  of  Trade  had  contended 
any  product  fit  for  use  ought  not  to  be 
sted,  even  at  the  manufacturers'  expense, 
suming  that  supplies  of  new  goods  were 
dequate  to  meet  demand.     It  was  felt 
J  the  section  that,  in  practice,  no  difficulty 
uld  arise,  as  it  seemed  reasonable  to 
ppose  that  supplies  would  not  be  so 
stricted  as  to  make  it  imperative  to  put 
it  damaged   goods  in   order  to  satisfy 
;mand.   Steps  had  been  taken  to  see  that 
ocks  made  from  war-time  formulas  were 
irned  over  as  quickly  as  possible  and  not 
ft  in  stock.   The  council  expressed  appre- 
ation  of  the  attitude  taken  by  the  dental 
anufacturers'  section  in  this  matter. 


The  council  received  and  unanimously 
endorsed  the  recommendations  of  the 
executive  committee  and  of  a  subcom- 
mittee appointed  to  deal  with  the  matter 
of  price-maintenance,  in  the  post-war 
period,  of  toilet  and  perfumery  preparations 
not  at  present  protected  by  the  P. A. T.A. 
The  decision  had  been  to  inform  the  per- 
fumery and  toilet  preparations  manufac- 
turers' section  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  that  the  council  deemed  it 
impracticable  to  come  to  any  arrangement 
for  promoting  price  protection  through  the 
P. A. T.A.  of  products  of  the  general  body  of 
members  of  the  section,  irrespective  of 
their  individual  trading  policies.  The 
council  desired,  in  the  interests  of  the  trade, 
that  efficient  price  protection  of  this  type 
of  goods  should  be  ensured,  and  was  willing 
and  anxious  for  the  P. A. T.A.  to  undertake 
such  price-maintenance  in  respect  of  the 
goods  of  all  manufacturers  who  were  eligible 
for  membership  of  the  Association.  Manu- 
facturer members  of  the  section,  eligible  for 
membership  of,  but  not  at  present  members 
of,  the  P.A.T.A.,  were  therefore  heartily 
invited  to  join  the  Association  on  the  usual 
conditions  affecting  membership,  distribu- 
tion and  trading  terms.  Mr.  Middlemiss 
(secretary  of  the  section)  had  intimated 
that  the  letter  from  the  P. A. T.A.  dealing 
with  this  matter  would  probably  be  con- 
sidered and  replied  to  by  the  newly-formed 
Toilet  Preparations  and  Perfumery  Manu- 
facturers' Federation. 

Price-maintenance  Work 

A  report  on  price-maintenance  work 
showed  that,  during  the  previous  quarter, 
approximately  350  calls  and  inspections 
had  been  made  by  the  Association's  repre- 
sentatives at  retail  shops,  including  co- 
operative society  branches.  In  nine  in- 
stances only  was  evidence  of  ordinary  price- 
cutting  obtained,  but  in  a  number  of  in- 
stances dividend-bearing  checks  had  been 
given  when  test  purchases  were  made  at 
co-operative  society  branches ;  suitable 
action  had  been  taken.  During  the  period 
183  test  purchases  had  been  made,  and 
the  inspections  and  test  purchases  indicated 
that  stocks  of  P.A.T.A.  goods  held  by 
traders  on  the  stop  list  were  very  limited. 
Few  remaining  stop-listed  traders  were 
selling  at  cut  prices  such  P.A.T.A.  goods 
as  they  had  to  offer.  In  recent  months 
the  Association's  representative  had  made 
calls  on  about  1 20  wholesalers  in  the  metro- 
politan area.  The  report  was  approved. 
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The  discovery  of  new  and  powerful  insec- 
ticides and  new  types  of  parasitic  insect 
control  have  enabled  American  farmers  to 
reduce  losses  in  fruit,  vegetable  and 
poultry  crops  to  a  remarkable  degree.  The 
discovery  that  a  poison  bait,  containing 
sodium  fluosilicate,  kills  both  the  Puerto 
Rican  and  southern  mole  cricket  has  placed 
in  the  hands  of  vegetable  and  berry  growers 
an  effective  method  of  controlling,  at 
reasonable  cost,  pests  estimated  to  cause 
an  annual  damage  of  over  1,250,000  dollars 
in  the  Southern  states. 

Aerosol  "  Bombs  " 

In  1 94 1,  the  insecticidal  aerosol  in  bomb 
form  was  invented.  Since  this  discovery, 
more  than  16,000,000  "aerosol  bombs" 
have  been  distributed  to  protect  the  armed 
forces  against  malaria-carrying  mosqui- 
toes. The  bomb  is  a  small  metal  container 
which  applies  insecticides  in  a  new  way  by 
suspending  them  in  the  air  in  a  thin  mist, 
which  remains  active  for  a  longer  period 
than  sprays.  When  the  aerosol  bombs  are 
used  a  small  valve  is  opened  to  cause  a 
sudden  change  in  the  pressure  of  the  chem- 
ical within,  thus  agitating  the  fluid  to  a 
rapid  boil  and  allowing  it  to  escape  through 
a  small  hole.  Contact  with  the  air  causes 
the  fluid  to  change  to  vapour,  which  re- 
mains' suspended  long  enough  effectively  to 
clear  tents,  barracks,  foxholes  and  military 
transport  planes  of  mosquitoes  and  other 
disease-carrying  insects.  The  use  of  this 
insecticide  is  at  present  restricted  to  the 
armed  forces,  but  is  expected  to  be  of 
great  value  in  peace-time,  when  malaria 
control  in  civilian  areas  will  undoubtedly 
be  intensified. 

Pyrethrum  for  Celery  Pest 

The  discovery  that  pyjethrum  was  a 
specific,  for  control  of.  the  small  moth  larva 
known  as  celery  leaf  tier  has  greatly  re- 
duced celery  crops  hazards  in  Florida  and 
California,  where  destruction  was  so  serious 
as  to  cause  curtailment  of  valuable  celery 
acreage.  Field  tests  show  that  pyrethrum 
does  not  leave  a  dangerous  residue  on 
marketed  products,  even  though  two  appli- 
cations of  this  powder  are  usually  necessary 
to  combat  the  stubborn  pest.  The  early 
stages  of  the  development  of  the  larva 
occur  on  the  leaves  of  the  celery  plant, 
which  the  moths  have  tied  together  by 
spinning  silk-like  strands.  As  the  larva 
matures  it  works  its  way  to  the  innermost 
stalks,  where  it  completes  its  development. 


Before  the  new  chemical  treatment 
introduced  it  had  not  been  possible  to 
the  larva,  which  often  continued  to  feed 
the  plant  while  in  transit  to  market. 

The  use  of  sodium  fluoride  as  a  treatuK 
for  poultry  lice  enables  poultrymen 
eradicate  all  lice  from  their  flocks  by 
simple  dipping  process.  General  use 
sodium  fluoride  has  resulted  in  control 
poultry  lice  in  many  localities,  and 
regarded  as  the  best  chemical  thus  far  c 
covered.  Other  methods,  such  as  vap 
ising  oils,  are  frequently  used,  but  they 
not  have  the  ability  to  cling  to  pouh 
feathers  long  enough  to  destroy  the  ni 
Insect  powders  are  also  applied  to  ba  ,|, 
chicks.  Larger  fowls  are  dipped  in  a  soluti 
of  one  ounce  of  sodium  fluoride  to  a  gall 
of  tepid  water.

Under  all  normal  conditions  these  four 
months  should  be  sufficient  to  allocate,  but 
Allocations  Control  will  not  consider  itself 
bound  to  relieve  the  holders  of  their  stocks, 
although  it  will  make  every  endeavour  to 
do  so. 

With  the  object  of  securing  the  maximum 
protection  possible  in  these  circumstances, 
the  Advisory  Committee,  under  the  power 
conferred  by  Clauses  21  and  22  of  the 
scheme,  has  decided  that  the  scheme  shall 
remain  in  operation  until  otherwise  agreed 
upon  by  the  Allocations  Control  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  with  power 
to  Allocations  Control  (in  consultation  with 
the  Ministry)  to  declare  from  time  to  time 
that,  as  from  a  specified  date,  one  or  more 
varieties  of  essential  oils  shall  be  removed 
from  the  scheme. 

Funds  to  be  Augmented 

It  has  also  been  decided,  in  consultation 
with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  that  the  funds 
at  the  disposal  of  Allocations  Control  shall 
be  augmented,  either  by  means  of  an  in- 
creased levy  or  by  distributing  the  oil  on 
the  basis  of  replacement  prices,  where  those 
prices  are  higher  than  the  purchase  price, 
in  order  to  meet  any  potential  liability  due 
to  falls  in  world  market  prices.  The  decision 
as  to  the  course  to  be  adopted  will  be  taken 
by  the  Advisory  Committee.  In  future  the 
Ministry  will  endeavour  to  issue  allocation 
instructions  on  all  oils  as  soon  as  an  advice 
of  shipment  has  been  given  to  the  secre- 
taries, subject,  however,  to  there  being  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  any  particular  oil 
to  make  allocation  practicable.  The  effect 
of  these  decisions  is  that  in  future  impor- 
tations and  distribution  will  be  carried  out 
without  the  complete  protection  which  has 
hitherto  been  provided. 


Care  of  Syringes. — Medical  Research 
Council  War  Memorandum  No.  15,  pub- 
lished by  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
fourpence,  is  a  pamphlet  on  "The  Sterilisa- 
tion, Use  and  Care  of  Syringes,"  compiled 
by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Council.

the  care  of  needles.  Appendices  describe 
disinfection  by  means  of  alcohol  and 
methods  for  testing  syringes  for  leakage.
